Directors of the Annie M Warner 
hospital held their first meeting of 
the new' year Friday evening. Be- J 
tween giving careful stud? to re- ! 
ports of the operation of the hosp! i 
tai, which w’ere "gratifying,” and 
tussling 
with questions involving 
finances and urgently needed phys­ 
ical expansion, they proceeded to 
make the nrst 1952 meeting the 
longest in many years 
The usually dull month of Decem­ 
ber turned out better than normal 
with an average of 61 patients per 
day.

$71005 of expenditures during the 
month thus averting tile deep in­ 
road into operating funds that u su -( 
ally characterizes the last month of 
the year Included in the cash re­ 
ceipts was a $2,500 payment from

the area, Warner hospital is o p er-1 
ating at almost $2 per patient day 
below the second low* ^ and several 
dollars below the highest "This ef­ 
ficiency reflects itself in the rates 
charged by the local hospital, which 
likewise are generally lower thanj 
others in the area." it was an ­ 
nounced.

Crease of 244 patient days this year,! 
a slight decline in charity require­ 
ments and recoveries made on un­ 
paid accounts brought about a four j 
per cent increase in cash revenue in I 
relation to gross income on an ac-;

accrual or earned basis is what the 
hospital would receive were it paid 
for all of its services at establi*h*d 
rates," it was announced.

Through the years there has 
been much discussion as to the 
advt* ability, the financial re­ 
muneration and the extent of 
the service to customers, of 
keeping retail stores open In 
the evenings. Gettysburg has 
tried several plans. Recently It 
was reported that most of tile 
merchants objected to evening 
hours other than Saturdays 
On several occasions some of 
the merchants advocated clos­ 
ing Monday mornings and keep­ 
ing open Thursday afternoons 
and evenings Nothing came of 
that thought. This week Time 
magazine presents whst seems 
like the most complete summary 
of retail store hours Here it Is:

The change is 
based on two facts: I) people 
havfe more time to shop after 
working hours, and 2) the five- 
day week has changed Saturday, 
the traditional peak shopping 
day, into a “stay-at-home" day. 
Speeding the trend is the fact 
that the defense program, draw­ 
ing more and more wives into 
the labor force, makes it hard­ 
er for women to shop during 
the day.

Have reduced oil pressure at the 
relief valve on tile theory that there 
was a knocking in the oil lines due 
to the high pressure H D. C. 
A, I think it would be a good idea 
to check for a bent connecting rod 
which would cause the noise as well 
as excessive oil pumping. 
Q At hiRh altitudes does an en­ 
gine require a leaner or a richer 
mixture? Wrn L. 
A. As we go to higher elevations 
there is less oxygen in the air. The 
carburetor, therefore, should be ad­ 
justed to provide more air. Usually 
when traveling into the mountains, 
if you are not going to stay there, 
the modem carburetor can do a fair
